THIS irOEIXECTUAL PROPERTY TRANSFER AGREEMENT ("Agtfismenf) is entered 
into as of January 12, 2001 ("Effecfive Dstir;"), by and between Mitchell T. Berg ("Eounden") and Berg- 
Evans, Inc., a Delaware corporation ("Companji"). 

RECETALS 

WBDEREAS, Founder has performed certain activities to fonn Company; 

WHEREAS, Founder has certain intellectual Property Rights and Material, as defined below; 

WHEREAS, Founder and others have formed and jointly own Company, which is to own the 
Intellectual Property Rights and Material defined below and is to conduct the Business defined below based 
upon such Meflectual Property Rights and Material; 

WHEREAS, Founder wishes to assign (to Company) Founder's entire right, title and interest in 
and to certain Intellectual Property Rights and Material; and 

NOW, THEREFORE, for good and valuable consideration, including the foregoing premises, the 
receipt and sufficiency of which are hereby acknowledged, the parties hereby agree as foUows. 

ARTICLEI 

Traiisfer 

1-1 Assignment Founder does hereby, without reservation, irrevocably: 

(a) sell, assign, grant, transfer and convey to Con5)any (and its successors and assigns) Founder's 
entire li^ titie and interest (past, present, fiiture, and throughout the world) in and to (i) the Business IP and (ii) 
any and all claims, of any riature.whatsoever, for past, present or future infringement or violation of the 
Business IP; provided however that, to the extent permitted by applicable law, if all or any portion of the 
Business IP includes a work of authorship created by Founder during Founder's employment or 
engagement by Company, either solely or jointiy with another, such work of authorship shall automatically 
be deemed to be created as a "work made for hire'' (as defined in the United States Copyright Act (17 
U.S.C. et seq.)) that is owned solely by Company; 

(b) represent, warrant and covenant that Founder forever waives all Moral Rigbts in the Business 
ff and shall never assert any Moral Right in the Business IP; and 

(c) acknowledge and agree that Founder shall have no license, sublicense, rigjit or immunity, 
either directiy, indirectly, or by implication, estoppel or otherwise, under all or any part of the Business ff . 

'EBusiness" shall mean the Company's business as presentiy conducted or as contemplated to be 
conducted by the Company (e.g, including but not limited to the design, development, 
manufacturing, use, marketing, distribution, licensing or sale of the products and technology and 
services, irrespective of whether cmxent or under development, as described in the Patent 
Application).

for example but not limited to any provisional, divisional, reissue, reexamination or continuation 
apphcation, (f) any substitute, renewal or extension of any such apphcation, and (g) any right of priority 
resulting firom the filing of any such application. 

"Material" shafl mean: (a) any work of authorship, idea, procedure, process, system, method, 
concept, principle, discovery, invention, art, machine, manufacture, composition of matter, 
material, improvement, formula, pattern, device, compilation, information, list, article, code, 
matter, program, technique, , apparatus, algoritinn, design, circuitry, hardware, firmware, software 
and data, irrespective of whether patentable or copyrighted or neither, and (b) any portion, copy 
and extract of such Material, irrespective of whether in tangible or intangible form, and 
irrespective of media. 

"Moral Rights" shall mean (a) any right of paternity or integrity, (b) any right to claim authorship 
or require authorship identification, (c) any ri^t to object to distortion, mutilation or other 
modification of, or other derogatory action in relation to, a work of authorship, and (d) any similar 
right existing under judicial or statutory law of any coxmtry or under any treaty, irrespective of 
whether such right is generally referred to as a "moral righf 

'Tateat Application" shall mean the patent apphcation (attached hereto) that was filed on December 
21, 2000 with Mitchell T. Berg as inventor, which is hereby incorporated by reference into this 
Agreement. 

IJ. Authorization. Founder does hereby, without reservation, irrevocably authorize Compairy and 
its successors, assigns, nominees, representatives and designees to apply, in CompaiQ^'s own name, for any and 
all Intellectual Property Ri^ that may cover (or be available in, or result from, or be granted pursuant to) 
the Business IP, and to claim any and aU ri^ of priority without fiirther authorization from Founder so that 
such Intellectual Property Rights issue in the name of Company or its successors or assigns. 

13 Cooperation- Foxmder represents, warrants and covenants that Founder shall (at Company's 
sole ^ense for Founder's reasonable actual fees and expenses), during and after the term of this Agreement, in 
every way cooperate and do everything that Company or any one or more of its successors, assigns, nominees, 
representatives and designees may reasonably consider necessary or appropriate to assist CotEpany and its 
successors, assigns, nominees, representatives and designees to prepare and make filings in any and all countries 
to apply for, prosecute, register, evidence, defend, obtain, hold, secure, vest titie to, protect, perfect, TuairTtairi, 
uphold and enforce any and all Intellectual Property Rights that may cover (or be available in, or result from, 
or be granted pursuant to) the Business IP. 
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Such cooperation includes for example but is not limited to: (a) promptly communicating to Connpairy ; 
and its succdssors, assigns, nominees, representatives and designees any Material relating to creation, 
preparatioa, conception, reduction to practice, invention or discoyeiy of ac^^ one or more of the Business IP;
